The Proviſional Executive Council, after deliberating on the meaſures to be taken, in order to execute the decrees of 
the National Convention of the 1 5th, 17th, 19th and 2oth of January, 1793, has ordered as follows: 

I. That the Execution of the Judgment of LO urs CAPET ſhall take place to-morrow, Monday the 21ſt. 
3 Ts * of Execution ſhall be La Place de la Revolution, ci-devant Louis XV. between the Pedeſtal and the 

yſian Fields. : 

III. Lovis CAPET ſhall leave the Temple by eight o'clock in the morning, and the Execution ſhall take place at noon, 

IV. Commiſſaries from the department ot Paris, Commiſſaries from Municipality, and two Members of the 

Tribunal Criminel, ſhall aſſiſt at the Execution. The Secretary of the Tribunal ſhall draw up the preces-werbal ; and 
the ſaid Commiſlaries and Members of the Tribunal, immediately after the Execution, ſball render an account of it to 
the Council, who will remain in permanent during the whole day. BY

The following Anecdetes ſhew that for ſome Time be Bad been expecting his Fate. 


Lovis ſaw his laſt moment approaching with coolneſs and tranquillity, It is long ſince he reſolved to ſacrifice life, | 
if we may judge from the two following anecdotes. | | 

Two years ago, M. de Eiancourt repreſenting to Louis, that the modifications and the veto which he oppoſed to 
certain Decrees might be dangerous What can they do? replied Louis, * They will put me to death—well, 1 
ſhall obtain an immortal for a mortal crown.” | 

The other Anecdote is more recent, and proves, like the former, that Louis never feared death,—On the day that 
Deſeze made his defence in the Convention, Malaſherbes, in a converſation which he had with Louis in the evening, 
wiſhed to prepare him for the event by hinting that his defence might not be attended with the deſired effect, and that 
the iſſue of the trial was uncertain. J underſtand you, replied Louis; „but my reſolution is already 
taken. I ſee, without fear, my laſt hour approaching; and I ſhall lay my head on the block without uneaſineſs. You } 
will E be ſurpriſed when I tell you that 50 wite and my ſiſter think exactly as I do.“ 

The laſt requeſts of the unfortunate Louis breathes the foul of magnanimity, and a mind enlightened with the fineſt 
ideas of human virtue. He appears not to be that man which his enemies reported.— His heart was found, his head was 
clear, and he would have reigned with glory, had he but poſſeſſed thoſe faults which his aſſaſſins laid to his charge: -} 
His mind poſſeſſed the ſuggeſtions of wiſdom; and even in his laſt moments, when the ſpirit of life was winged for 
another world, his lips gave utterance ts them, and he ſpoke with firmnels and reſignation, | 

Thus has ended the life of Louis XVI. after a period of four years detention; r which he experienced from 
his ſubjects every ſpecies of ignominy and cruelty which a people could inflit on the moſt ſanguinary tyrant. 
Louis XVI. who was proclaimed at the commencement of his reign, THE FRIEND OF THE PEOPLE ; and by hs 
Conſtituent Aſſembly, THE RESTORER OF THEIR LIBERTIES,—LOV1S, who but a e ſince was the moſt 
powerful monarch in Europe, has at laſt periſhed on a ſcaffold, Neither his own natural goodneſs of hear his deſite |
